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This is a decision on the reconsideration petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed October 27, 2005, 
requesting withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above-identified application. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 . 181 is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to timely submit the issue fee and 
publication fee in reply to the September 27, 2004 Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, which set 
a three month period for reply. Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned 
on December 28, 2004. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on February 1 1, 2005. 

With the instant filing, petitioners have provided adequate evidence to show that the delay in submitting 
the issue fee and publication fee was due to non-receipt.

Fee(s) Transmittal, it is unnecessary to re-mail the September 27, 2004 Notice.
